DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statements filed 01-05-05 and 1 1 -24-03 fail to comply 
with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(1), which requires the following: (1) a list of all patents , 
publications, applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office.

as said operation voltage and generates an internal operation voltage from said first 
voltage by said voltage circuit, wherein when said third terminal is supplied said second 
state signal, said nonvolatile memory chip is supplied a second voltage as said

operation voltage and generates said internal operation voltage from said second 
voltage by said voltage circuit.
